expiration of any charters which have been heretofore granted

Ruilroad GCompany only. '

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota:

Secrion 1. That Harvey Wilson, Mahlon Black, W. H.
‘Mower, Robt. Simpson, L. k. Thompson, H. R. Murdock, Will-
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liam Willim, and such of their associates as sghall on or be--
fore the first day of July next, after the passage of this act,
cor¢ribute any sum not less than fifty dollars each, for the-
purpose of constituting a capital sum to be appropriated to
the purchase and ornamenting of ground suitable for & cem-
ctery near the city of Stillwater, Washington county, and
Territory of Minncsots, and their successors be, and are here--
by created and declared a body corporate and politic by the-
name of the “Stillwater Cemetery Association,” and by that
name ghall have perpetual succession, shall be capable in law-
to purchase, hold, possess, use, enjoy and scll and dispose
of cstate and property real and peraenal, to have o common
seal, to plead and be impleaded, to make by-laws, rules and
regulations for the government of the corporation, and to do-
all such other things as arc incident to a corporation and un-
til the electior of directors shall oxercise all ihe powers
thereof.

Sec. 2. The affairs of said corporation shall be conducted.
by five Directors, who shall bo clected annually by amajority
of the votes of the members of the corporation, and who shall
themselves be members of the samo. Tho Directors shall
clect from amongsttheir number a Pregident to serve for one
year, and shall have power to appoint all nccessary officers,.
and fix their several dutics and compensations. The first
election of Dircctors shall be held at guch time and place as
the corporators named in the first azction of this act shall ap-
point, and any three of said Directors shall constitute a quo-
rum necessary for the transaction of business.

See 3. Whenever any vacancy shall heppen or occur in
said Board of Directors by death, resignation, removal or
othgrwise, the remaining Dircetors shall have full power and
authority to supply the same, such appointment to cxtend
only during the unexpired term of the person whose vacan-
¢y is gupplied, and the gaid Dircctors shall have full power-
and authority to take, have, and hold any grant, donation or
bequest upon trust, to apply tho same for the improvement
of said cemctrey, the building of a chapel, and such housges.
and out buildings as may be found necessary to accommo-
date the person or persons employed to attend the same and
alao to the building and erecting of any fences around or
about the same,

Sgc. 4. 1t shall be the duty of said Dirctors from time to
time as funds wiil admit, t> arrange, lay out and ornament
the said cemetery as o place of burial inte lots, or subdivis-
ions as they shall deem expedient, to plant and embelish the
same with trees, shrubbery, flowers, walks, avenues, and
other ornaments, and a majority of them shall have power
at any time to make, alter and amend all such by-laws, rales
and regulations as they may deem necessary; and they and
their successors are hereby authorized and empowered to sell
and convey any such lot or lots, by deed under the hand of
the President, and the seal of the corporation, attested by the.
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Secretary, to the purchaser of the same with this restriction,
that the same shall not be used for any other purpose than
for the burial of the dead; that such lots shall be free from
seizure, lery, or sale for debt under or by virtue of any exe-
cution process, and the said cemetery shall be forever exempt-
ederom taxation. hall

Ec. 5. If any person or persons shall open any grave or
tomb in the landi (I))f gaid cemI::tcry, and clandcsting;ygremove ngggr;gv;o
or attempt to remove any body or remains therefrom, such
pergen or persons upon conviction thereof shall bo sentenced
to undergo an imprisonment in the Territorial Penitentiary
not less than one, nor more than five years and pay a fine not
less than one hundred dollars; and nll irespasses upon the
property of the corporation, or of the owners of the lotsFenalty
within tbe limits of the cemetery, and all injury done to any
of the buildings, fences, trees, monuments, avenues, wolks,
or devices belonging to the corporation or owners of the lots,
shall be dcemed misdemeanors and punished accordingly by
any court having jurisdiction of criminal offences.

Sec. 6. No road, street, lane or other passageway what-
ever shall be opencd through said cemctery without consent
of said corporators under their common seal,

Sec. 1. The corporators or directors for the time being,
shall give at lcast ten days notice to the time of holding Public  motice
election for Directors by publishing the same in one or more @ *°
of the newspapers of said county. If it shall happen that
no clection shail be held on the day prescribed, it shall be
lawful on any other day after similar notice to hold an clec-
tion as the by-laws of the corporation shall ordain.

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from and Take effect
after its passage.
